The old building, one of the finest in the 
West, was formally opencd for business on 
the 13th of last December, and onthe 5th of 
the following February it was totally destroy- 
ed by tire. The members of the firm were 
nothing daunted by this misfortune.

DOGS AND THE DOG-DAYXS. 


Probability that the Dog-Pound will be Ke- 
opened soon, 

Thomas C. Martin, Superintendent. of the 
dog-pound at the foot of Lesperance street, 
informed a Post-DISPATCH reporterthis tmorn- 
ing that the last imprisoned dog remaining in 
his charge was Slaughtered last night, making 
a tote! of 560 dogs killed during the month of 
August. In addition to these ninety-eight 
dogs have been redeemed. As has been 
previously stated, the dog-catchers ceased 
operations last Monday night on account of 
the failure of the appropriation made by the 
Council last April. Two thousand dollars, or 
two-thirds of the appropriation, has been 
spent already, and the remaining $1,000 
Comptroller Adreon intended to keep for use 
next Junuary and February. Mr. Adreon said 
this morning that he should on Mon- 
day lay the matter before the Ways 
and Means Committee, and he thought it not 
improbable that they would order the con- 
tinuance of the dog- catching, trusting for an 
additional appropriation for use in the win- 
termonths. The sum of $5,000 is not suffi- 
cient to runthe pound fora year—indcecd us 
high as $4,500-haus been appropriated some 
years. The institution is self -astaining, how- 
ever. During the present year 2,260 dogs have 
been licensed, the city thereby rcaping 26, .db. 
This nmount will be increased to about 
gs,000 before the close of the year. Besides 
dous, the doe-catchers are accnstomed to 
capture all the stray coats they can tind. The 
owner of the impounded goat has to pay atine 
of 75 cents for the tirst duv ané@ 25 cents for 
cach additionalday.

or abated, 

France. 

LONDON, August 27.—A Paris correspondent 
saysthe export of goldtothe United States 
has commenced. Steamers sailing from Ilayre 
have taken about 2,000,000 francs in gold during 
the last week and aS much more will probably 
be sentto-day. So far, however, the exports 
bythe French houses are principally made 
from London and Amsterdam. The Bank of 
Franee doles cut gold very gradually, and as 
Napoleons are light they are for the present 
of very little use tor export.

Oo ciock that the police learned of the cutting. 
Trey ut once went to Lichholz’s house a1d ar- 
rested him, the old man begging that his boy, 
an lad of eleven vears, Micht be permitted to 
rotajthe station-house with him, He made 
about the same statement of the occurrence 
that he doesnow. AcDornell, as it realizing 
that he nad been in the wrouey, refused at first 
te vive any information. 

It is said that there had been previous trou- 
ble between the two men and that a couple of 
weeks azo MeDonnell threw a piece of sausage 
coverea with mustard at kichbolz’stface. The 
fatal termination of the wound was @ preat 
surprise.

PYROTECHNY IN SUICIDE, 


The Strange Manner in Which Prof, Louis 
Walter Shuffied off Mortality. 

Prof. Louis Walter yesterday made use of 
his knowledge oft pyrotechny to astonish the 
world with a new phase of suicide. He lived 
at No. 1505 Jackson street with his wife and 
five children, and set apart one room in the 
building for the manufacture of fireworks. 
llis last piece ot work was on July 4, when 
he arranged the display at schnaider’s Gar- 
den. Sincethenhe had devoted his lefsnre 
time to hard crinking, and recently in the in- 
tervals between ‘shoura’’ gave himself up to 
lamenting the low condition of the President 
une the prospects of his death, which wonld 
lessen the demand for pyrotechnics the coun- 
try over. le mentioned the fact that he con- 
templated saicide, and yesterday he 
left the house for the purpose of 
putting anrend to himself. He carried from 
his shop some kind of bounb, either gun- 
powder or dynamite, and goingtoa dyke ex- 
tending intoadry pond at the foot of Kos- 
ciusko street,chose a spot between tworecks, 
where he placed his bomb, leaned over it, 
touched it off and wasin an instaut blown al- 
most to pieces. The percussion tore out bis 
bowels, stripped the flesh into ribbons, shat- 
tered the ribs and backbone, and even 
extended the shock to the bones of the 
arins and legs, which were broken. The 
ground torsome distance around was spat- 
tered with blood and strewn witb bits of bone 
and tlesh. Police Officers Noun, Moerschel 
and Andrae were attracted to the spot and 
found Walter’s reinainsinthe scuttered and 
dejected condition described above. They 
were gathered 
Morgue. Noneof the family know anything 
about the characterof the bomb used, and 
nothing was fonndon thedyke to indicate 
whatit was. Whisky and penury drove Prof, 
Walter to his death.
